The Slanc-Orlver's Story.

LauriMge or the Foot 

The foot is a marked fefttnre 
amongst peojile. One's nationality is 
rcadly distinguishable by the feet. 
Thus the French foot is of medium 
lingth with snnill heel and slightly ta- 
pering towaids tho toes, with but little 
hollow beneath the instep, and denotes 
restlessness, courage and irascibility. 
Tho English foot is long, broad and 
thick, with large heel and low instep, 
indicffting determination, hardihood, 
self-reliance untiring pcrsevorance. 
The German foot is broad, thick, flat, 
and of uniform width from heel to toe. 
showing careless, ])iilegmaticslnggish- 
iiess, with a mind readily su.seeptible 
to influence if projiorly manipulated. 
Tho Irish liave narrow heels, high in- 
steps, short feet usuaily, indicating 
strong attachments, generosity, pa- 
triotism and fondness of personal en- 
counters. Tiie Scot's foot is a com- 
bination of tho English and German, 
and is c((ually adapted for highland 
and lowland life, since, owiilg to the 
peculiar formatioa of thoir feet, thny 
can climb up ordown thesloepest hills 
with ready facility, and for this reason 
they make good soldiers and tho best 
of (iheep herders. The Chinese have 
feet like Oscar Wildo — who is an ex- 
ception amongst his Knglish brethren 
—denoting fondness for epicurean de- 
licacies. 

The American foot must be divided 
into several types, since to each of the 
various latitudes of our country bo- 
longs a distinct stylo of feet. The 
Now Euglanders have long, narrow, 
elastic feet, firmly fitted to tho ankle, 
with projecting hools, clearlv intended 
for mountain climbing, antf therefore 
adapted to tho character of their 
country. Those indicate lofty aspira- 
tions, perseverance, indomitable will 
and rare genius.

What tho Treasury People Fear. 

What the treasury people fear in the 
future is that thoir paj»or issued may 
be dnpl icaled by tho means emploj-ed 
by the photo lithographers. It is possi 
ble with the aid of photo lithograph to 
dnplicjito every line of the most skill- 
ful and intricate engraving. This 
fact was brought to tho attention of 
the department not long ago. 

The statutes forbid auyinutalion of 
the currency of tho country for the 
purposes of advertisement This is 
not generally understood. A New 
York brewer recently devised a busi- 
ness card in the shapo of a plate with 
several bills of difTerent denomin.itions 
lying upon tho plate, being hold down 
by a gold and a silver ooin. He had 
employed regular bills as the models 
for the work, and tho result is abso- 
lutely startling. What portions of tho 
bills that show in tho careless piling 
are absolutely perfeet. Thoy were re 
produced by photo-lithography and 
tliAn colored exactly like the orij^iti.-.ls. 
The plfttes were all seized, and the 
brewer notified that ho was a violator 
of tho law, although his intent was in- 
nocent. 

This discovery has set the officials 
lo thinking. With the right kind of 
paper any skillful phoUi-lithographor 
could get up millions in a very short 
time. To guaril against the danger 
and to provide moAiia of dcteoting such 
counterfeits are rb yet unsolved 
problems.

EniTOR J«ijBNAi, : — Notwithstanding 
the fact that we were not present at 
the National Doat'-Mute Convention 
assembled in New York City last 
August, yet wo think that we have a 
right to give an opinion on the subject 
of the Qallaudet Statue, since we take 
an interest in it. 

Mr. Larsovi's argument is not >vell- 
founded, but rather basud on what 
may be called absurdity, that the Na- 
tional Convention was not "A Monn- 
raental Association," and, therefore, 
hud no right to take any action to- 
wards the erection of a bronze statue 
of the Uev. Dr. Thomas Hopkins Gal- 
laudet, the founder of deaf -unite edu- 
cation in America, on the giounds jol 
tho National Deaf-Mute College, at 
Washington, D. C, on the oooasion 
of the Centennial celebration of the 
birth of that great benefactor, on De- 
cembt>r 10th, 1887. as it has done. 
Hut yon reply editorially that the 
members of any convention havo a 
right to act as thoy may think best, 
ami any project that the convention 
may endorse or rocoinmend does not 
atTect individnals who are not present. 
Any doaf-iunte c.in accept or reject tho 
project, according to lua own convic- 
tions, but no deaf-mute tias a right to 
prescrilie tiiiiits- to tlie action of a free 
aud independent bodij of' denfmufes." 
Thia .irgumontative reply is torse and 
to the point. It is, in fact, founded 
on tho principle of right, and, there- 
fore, can not require a rejoinder. As 
it is a sufficient answer, we think that 
we need not add any thing to it. 
Still, we wish to say some thing. No 
fair minded and intelligent deaf mute 
can jioasibly deny that a convention 
has a perfect right to take an action 
on am/ meivioriul matter ; svtch as the 
case that the National Convention has 
authorized its Eseciilivo Committee to 
raise a fund of several thousand dol- 
lars and take such appropriate steps 
as will insure tlio final consummation 
of the project.. * 

Mr. Larson expresses his opinion 
that the memorial affair " ought to be 
attended to l)y a/l mutos and not by a 
committee of a few."

Hence could a better 
committee be selected than that ap- 
pointed" by the National Convention, 
which consists of intelligent deaf 
mutes of well-known abilities, repre- 
senting l\\p several States in general t 
On September 10th, 18.51, the noble 
philanthropist, Pev. Thomas H. Gal- 
laudet, passed from time to eternity. 
The deaf-mutes of this country decid- 
ed to pay a just tribute to his memory, 
and, accordingly, erected a suitable 
monument in JFront of the first institu- 
tion for the deaf and dumb at Hart- 
ford which that well-known benefactor 
eatablished in America. The monn- 
met:t was tinveiled on September Gth, 
1854. It was designed by Albert 
Newsam, a deaf-mute, and, at that 
time the most celebrated lithographer 
of heads in the United States. The 
sculptured group on one of its panels, 
is a sketch prepared by John Carlin, a 
deaf-mute too, and a celebrated minia- 
ture and portrait painter. If Mr. 
Larson should look at the west panel, 
he would see the following inscrip- 
tion : " Uev. Thomas Hopkins (ial- 
laudet, LL.I)., by the deaf and dumb 
of the United States as a testimonial 
of profound gratitude to their earliosf 
and best friend and benefactor." And, 
moreover, it was an instinct of the 
heart (belonging to tho generation 
which precedes us and erected that 
noble monument) that asked for a 
menn)rial, in order that the deaf mutes 
might, by means of it, show their 
" profound gratitude to their earliest 
and best friend and benefactor." 

But lo ! Mr. Larson comes out with 
a bold declar.ation that the vener.able 
monument ought to be broken to 
pieces, and the graduates of Hartford 
School .'>7(o«^/ replace a "new, larger 
and belter " one ! It is our belief that 
all intelligent deaf-mutes, who have 
reverentiiil respect for thAt generation 
which erected the monument, will cry: 
" Let the monument remain where it 
is, until Time has crumbled it." Then 
the deaf and dumb of t/ie United 
States can erect a new monument on 
the spot where the first G.illaudet 
monument once stood. 

Mr. Larson's objection to the selec- 
tion of Kendall Green as tho place up- 
on which to erect the proposed statue, 
is, it seems to me, b.-ised on two 
grounds : the one is that Rev. Tho- 
mas H. Gallaudet "had nothing to do 
with the college," as it was establish- 
ed by his son long after his death, and 
the other, " thousands of people will 
im.agine 4iiat he founded the college," 
if a monument to him be placed there. 
Perhaps Mr. Lai-son is the only person 
in the world that *' will," when he will 
read at the bottom of the proposed 
statue wordH to the effect that Rev. 
Thomas II. G illaudet was the Pioneer 
of deaf-mute instruction in A)nericH^ 
" imagine that he founded the col- 
lege ':*'' 

To erect a monument to the memory 
of a benefactor soon after his death, is 
a thing. To select the birth of that 
benefactor for a centennial memorial is 
another thing. As there is already a 
monument at Hari,ford, it is, in our 
opinion, not fitting that that place 
should bo adorned with another me- 
morial just at the present time. There- 
fore, Washington, out national capital 
— the capitiii of the several States 
whore there are about fifty institutions 
for the education of the deaf — is the 
place whero the project shotild bo 
placed, simply Tbocatise it is the city in 
which is the National Deaf-Mute Col- 
lege. Your several correapondonta 
havo already given numerous good 
reasons for the selection of Kendall 
Green. But, possibly there may be, 
on April l.^lh, 1887, another Centen- 
nial memorial to remind the genera- 
tion which shall succeed us of the ac- 
tual introduction of deaf mute instruc- 
tion in America ; for, on that day, a day 
ever memorable in the annals of the 



have no connoction with the subject 

of the jiroject. 

In our school days, we hare heard 
more or loss of Kev. Thomas H. Gal- 
laudet and his work. Hut, on De- 
cember 10th, 1887, when the iitaugura- 
tion of the project will tako place, aa 
there is reason to believe that it will, 
we, the deaf-mutes of tho United 
States and even of this whole con- 
tinent, will contemplate the character 
of Kev. Thomas Hopkins G.-illaudet, 
as that of the deaf-mute New World's 
greatest, noblest, and most benevolent 
benefactor ; a man who didn't work 
hard for fame or gun but for the ac- 
complishment of a groat purpose. Sin- 
cere, generous, and benevolent, his life 
will present an example for imitation, 
and a wholesome stimulus to pure am- 
bition, as it does of course.

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The Colorado Institution. 



Thk man who accepts a position at 
the head of the Colorado Institution 
seems doomed to trouble. During the 
past fire years, every year lias found 
a different individual exercising the 
functions of the Principal office. One 
by one, each laid down his load of 
trouble and responsibility and betook 
him.<»elf other fields. The latest news 
from Colorado Springs, is that the 
Superintendent, Mr. S. TeflEt Walker, 
has threatened to resign. His rea- 
sons, as stated by a local paper, are 
that although nominally superinten- 
dent he iH not allow freedom in the per- 
formance of bis duties. The members 
of the Board of Trustees, contrary to 
agreement, have " snViordinated him 
from the active adminstrative head of 
the Institution aa superintendent to 
that of principal." Prof. Walker has 
been for many years connected with 
the Illinois Institution, and left a 
good position there when he went to 
the Colorado ; but, like his predeces- 
sors, he has found things to be dif- 
ferent from what they were represent 
ed. We believe the members of the 
Board of Trustees are appointed by 
the Govertior, and if so, it is to be 
hoped the matter will be brought be- 
fore bim for consideration. The pro- 
gress of the Hchool has been hindered 
in the i>ast, and unless a chanore is 
made there will grow up in the Slate 
ignorant deaf mute men and women 
who will be a burden upon tlie public 
as long as they live. It is by educa- 
tion that deaf mutes are made respon- 
sible and self supporting, and an 
education cannot be given as long as 
the head of the Institution is harass- 
ed and retarded in the performance of 
his duties by meddling officials. The 
p. r.ple of the State are ta-xed to sup- 
jiort this school, and they have a right 
to Bce that their money is expendefl in 
the true interests of deaf-mute educa- 
tion. , 

Aside from the trouble between the 

superintendent and Irufctoes, we find 
internal disorder in the Institution. 
One of the teachers has been assault- 
ed by the steward, brought suit in 
court for assaufk. and battery, and had 
the pugilistic individual fined. We 
can endorse the comments of the 
Colorado Springs Jtepuhlican, which 
flays : " Such conduct upon the part 
of the managers of a Slate Institution, 
will not add much to its popularity — 
will not give it a very enviable name 
abroa<l. The trustees ought to investi- 
gate this matter at once, and weed oat 
the pugilists of the Institution; anfl 
if they do not do it, the Governor 
should investigate them with removal, 
if needs be. The affair ia a black spot 
!, I the Sute and should not, and 
.;. riot be allowed to rest unnoticed."

A NKW tPKCIKS. 

One of the speaktsrs at the meeting 
of the National Academy of Seienc(!s 
now in session in New Haven, has 
pointed out that a new species of tlie 
liiiman race is now in a process of de- 
velopment. He asserts that deaf- 
mutes, having a laiiguiige of their 
own and lieing isolated from ordinary 
m<!n, both by llifjir peculiarities and 
l)y lli(i fact to a largo extent they live 
together in asylums, are intermarry- 
ing, and thus forming a deaf mute 
variety of the race. Those deaf- 
mutes and their descendants are con- 
stantly beooming tnore an<l more 80- 
parate<l from the normal species of 
men ; they hayo fow interc^sts in com- 
mon wilh other men, and they will in 
time form communities .'ind perhaps 
States of deaf-mutes. 

The prospect is, on the whole, a 
))leasant one. What a delightful 
Summer resort a village of deaf-mules 
would afford, and how eagerly would 
the tired profossionnl man seek in it 
the perfect quiet ami peace which he 
so greatly neo>Is. The trouble is that 
tli(! deaf mule communities could not 
per|)<!luate their existence without 
stringent laws against inlcrraarriage 
with men jtosses.siiig all their senses. 
The deaf-mute maiflons would, of 
course, be eagerly sought in marriage 
by lovers of jicace — and especially l)y 
widowers — and as no ordinary woiuan 
would marry a deaf-muto man, tho 
n<!W sj)oeies would prove to be ephem- 
eral. Tli(!re will always be sporadic 
deaf mutes, but the prospect that a 
race of deaf-nnttes will perpetual e 
itself, is, unfortunately, very dim. — -

KEMOItlAI, FUND. 



At the Second National Convention 
of Deaf Mutes, held in New York 
City, on the 28tli. 2;)th and 30th of 
August, 1884, one of tho subjects un- 
der discussion was tho approaching 
centennial anniversary of the birth of 
Thomas IIo])kius (tallaudet, tho pion- 
eer in tho field of deaf unite education 
in this country. It proposed that, the 
most njipropnate action tho deaf-mules 
might take in the matter, would be to 
erect n bronze statuu to his memory, 
and imito all their energies in holding 
a national ce.'ebint on of the event. 

It Booms cuiinently fitting that we, 
the Deaf Mules, nnirk this one hun- 
dredih anniversary by such a joyous 
coumiemoration as will ovnu^o our 
bearifelt ni-preciation of the wisdom 
and benofieonco of this great and 
noble philanthropist. 

Ah this memorial is intended to be 
a national matter, it was deenn'd 
peculiarly fitting that the National 
Convention of Doiif Mutes (.at which 
tho different States were well repro- 
sontod) should set tho jiroject afoot. 

Ilonco a resolution was passed to 
the cffoct that a ccmunitteo be appoint 
ed from its members, with full discre 
tiouary power to curry out the pro 
ject. It was decided that this com 
mittee, to be known as the Oallaudet 
Oonlcnnial OmniuiBsion, bo oain|)OH(!d 
of tho National Executive Commiltoe. 

Words aro inadequate to express 
the extent of tho philanthropy of our 
noble Oallaudet. Tiierefore, without 
stopping to eulogize in terms that 
must, as best, fall short of the praise 
justly due h'ln, wo pass on to inform 
ilie ])ublic of tlio arrangenu'nts decid 
ed upon by the oonveutiou fur the 



collecting of funds, the time and place 
of holding the celebration, etc. 

The Executive Committee in execu- 
tive session, took tbo matter into con- 
sideration, and subsequently reported 
to the convention in session its recom- 
mendations; — of these the Convention 
adopted tho following: 

That, as Gallandet wos a national 
benefactor, and the statue is to be 
r.aised by voluntary subscription by 
the deaf mutes of the United States, 
no place in the country is as appropri- 
ate for erecting the monument and 
holding the celebration as the Nation's 
CapiUal, Washington, D. C. 

As to tho time : — Though the exact 
date of the Gallandet anniversary is 
December 10, 1887, this being the 
busiest season of the year, when few 
can make it practicable to leave their 
several business duties, whereas, dur- 
ing the month of August, the majority 
of the people can readily obtain leave 
of absence, August, 1888, was agreed 
upon. 

It was agreed that the members of 
tho National Executive Committee be 
appointed agents to oollcet contribu- 
tions for the memorial in their respec- 
tive states, and that thoy be empower- 
ed to appoint sub-agents in those 
states or \mrlB of tho country which 
thoy cannot jiersonally reach. 

It is the aim of the Gomrailleo to 
collect funds to amount to not less 
than twenty-five huudred dollars 
($2500). It was impossible to vleoide 
upon a dt'liiiite sum, for since. this 
matter naturally depends upon the 
form, etc , of tho proposed monument, 
in regard to which it will require time 
and advice with superior artists, the 
Committee is yet unaware of the exact 
cost. The Committee means to em- 
ploy such artist as may be deemed 
capable of reiidoring satisfaction both 
as to design and execution. The suli- 
Hcriliers to the monument may be as- 
sured that it will 1)0 somelliing of 
which tiiny may well be proud, and 
that it will Uv a lit memori.al of their 
beloved friend and benefactor. 

Mr. W. H. Weeks, of Hartford, Ct, 
of the Committee, has been elected 
Treasurer, and will receive, directly 
from the contributors or through the 
agents, all money given for the pur- 
pose. 

Tlio Committee hereby earnestly ap- 
peals to the deaf mutes everywhere 
for snbacriptioiiH to aid in tho erection 
of the momorial. Surely Dr. Gallau- 
dot's labors in the causH^ of the educa 
tion tif our class deserve some public 
record of the grateful remembrance of 
all deaf-mutes, as also of the public at 
large. Let u-", therefore, ono and all, 
wiio have (enjoyed the advantages of 
education, mad i possible to us only 
by tbo entiring efforts of this great 
and benevolent man, who braved the 
tempest-tossed ocean in search of me- 
thods especially adapted to the tuition 
of our class, and porsonally applied 
himself to the task of our instruction, 
thus releasing us from the thrahiom of 
ignorance, and awakening in us latent 
capacitioH in every depirtmcnt of 
knowledge and art — let us, we say, 
show our appreciation by a hearty 
response to the call. 

We appeal to all the Institutions for 
the instruction of deaf mutes, and to 
all deaf mute societies of whatever 
character, in the United Stales, to co- 
operate with us in bringing the matter 
to an early realization. 

Any remittances received, will be 
promptly acknowledged through the 
papers. Thoy shouKi, in all cases, be 
accompanied by the name .and address 
of the giver, for publication, unless 
otherwise desired. 

The names and addresses of the 
ffonllemon composing the Executive 
Committte, are given below. They 
aro «mpowered to receive money for 
the Fund, and to appoint sub-agents 
in (he States which they respectively 
represent. We take this opportunity 
to suggest that the Executive Com- 
mittee, one and all, proceed actively 
in tho matter without delay. The 
public will bo kept informed of the 
progress of the movement.

"Lecture — A Pack of Cards — by 
President Oallaudet," was tho an- 
nouncement which headed tho Liter- 
ary Society bulletin on Friday morn- 
ing. There was a good deal of specu- 
lation as to what treat might bo hid- 
den under this rather questionable 
subject — some conjecturing that the 
Doctor intended to elucidate the m^'s- 
terics of whist and vingt-un — others 
that it was to bo a philipic against the 
vices of gambling, while others a little 
more thoughtful, and remembering 
the vision of fairy land which had 
been granted tis last year in the 
" Ideal Inn," weru positive of one 
thing — that it would be worth seeing. 
And sure enough, it was a treat. The 
Doctor did bring with him a pack of 
oards, but neither was there any al- 
lusion made to gamblers and gambling 
in tho whole course of the lecture, nor 
were the cards of that kind which are 
usually tabooed by people of Puritan 
morals. In fact, the cards were sim- 
nly — visiting cards, received by the 
Doctor from clianco acqmiin lances 
whom he had met during his first 
Fuiopoau trip, some fifteen years ago, 
and carefully treasured up on account 
of the many pleasant associations con- 
nected with tlioiu — that is, with the 
names they boro. There wore 

" Well, nine and forty in a ooiu))anyo 
Of Nondry folko, by advuulan! yo — falle 
In followBhip." 

And to recount the reminiscences 
joined to all, would fill a volume as 
goodly and interesting as the Canter- 
bury 'I'ales. 

'I'he lecture consisted, in fact, of a 
series of character sketches, ten in all, 
joined to descriptions of life and cus- 
toms in the various countries of Eu- 
roj>e — England, Franco, Cermany, 
Helgium, Rohemia, Russia and even 
Fiiuiland. For tho Doctor visited all 
these countries during his trip, his ob- 
ject being to learn the methods of in- 
struction employed in their deaf-mute 
schools, and to ascertain their relative 
points of superiority. 

The discourse began with a descrip- 
tion of tlio ocean voyage. While on 
board tho vessel, the Doctor made the 
acquaintance of M. P. Kennard, a 
Boston merchant who shared his cab- 
in, and of Mr. James L. Claghorn, the 
distinguished Philadelphia patron of 
fine arts. Tho Doctor won the last- 
ing friendship of both these gentle- 
men, and afterwai-ds received sub- 
stantial aid from them in his projects 
regarding the College. Ho described 
tho rotund figure and universal jollity 
and good humor of Mr. Claghorn as 
absolutely Falstallian. 

Tho lecturer next described his 
meeting with a young Belgian, Secre- 
tary of legation to the English court ; 
with a vivacious French Dr. Lsam- 
bert, and with a young Englishman, 
whoso surly giaciousness and heavy 
visage proclaimed liim own son to John 
Hull. The discourse carried us rapid- 
ly through France and (iermauy to 
Russia. Here, in tho land of dyna- 
mite and police inspection, he acei- 
dently met a young man, Mr. Alexi 
Timirazoff, who made his stay in St. 
Petersburg tho most enioyablo inci- 
dent perhaps of his whole triji. He 
was taken to the Imjierial Deaf-JIute 
School, situated on an island in the 
Neva, to the groat chui-chos and pub- 
lic buildings, and at last on the eve 
of his departure, given a regular 
Russian dinner. The bill of faro was 
rather unique, and though tho people 
there do not actually dine on dyna- 
mite, their daily fare is outlandish 
enough. Following is the menu. 
Brandy, salted siilmon spawn on 
bread, beof and cabbage soup, with 
sour cream ; cheese pies and cream, hot 
boiled salmon, cold boiled pig, horse- 
radish and cream, cauliflower, sauce 
of burnt flour melted butter and sweet 
oil, roast partridges, pineapple jolly 
and preserves, Criiueau wines ami 
overland tea. 

A single drop of the brandy was 
taken outof courtesy, and tens found 
to burn tiie mouth like liquid fire. 
Tho partridges had been shot six 
months before in Finnlaud and kept 
frozen during the interval, and were 
found excellent. Tho doctor aston- 
ished tts, however, when ho told us 
he ate three whole pics, but then let 
out that they were about tho size of a 
silver dollar. As to the tea ho de- 
clared it delicious, a drink fit for 
tho gods — such as he had never titst- 
ed before nor since. This tea. is 
brought directly overland from 
C'liina, and its dolicate aroma is thus 
preserved without loss. 

Tho traveler leaving St. Petersburg 
proceeded northward to Finnland, 
and thence south again toward 
Prague in Bohemia. While on the 
train from Vienna h« mot with the 
most remarkable of all his accjuaint- 
ances — a singular specimen of man- 
hood, flowing over with good humor, 
and po8.sessing an inexhaustible fund 
of anecdotes — a universal traveller 
who had seen all the world, lie but- 
tonholed each passenger by turn, pour- 
ing forth in one unbroken strain remi- 
niscence upon rominisconco, and de- 
scription upon description, all tho 



time restless and volatile, but yet al- 
ways preserving the gentleman. lie 
tackled the Doctor last of all, and when 
he found that he was an American 
his delight was unbounded, and in a 
trice he was all attention and ques- 
tions — a regular interrogation point 
in fa(?t, for the only country ho had 
never seen was America. Finally he 
handed the Doctor his card, which 
disclosed his name Dr. Joliann Pal- 
acky, and on tho back wrote in Boh- 
emian, '* Let all doors in Prague be 
open to Mr. Callaudot" — assuring 
the Doctor that it would serve as au 
introduction to any family in the 
city. The doctor now began to en- 
tertain serious fears as to the sanity 
of this singular personage, and his 
apprehension was further increased 
when the man declared that " in 
half an hour ho would get off the 
train, and then be driven in a coach 
with four black horses, and with 
coachmen and footmen to his castle 
on the hill." But sure enough, he 
did get out at the end of half an 
liour, and was carried away like a 
whirlwind in a splendid coach and 
four. 

The Doctor arrived at his destina- 
tion at night, and in the morning 
before he had risen he w.as visited by 
no less a personage than the royal Su- 
perintendent of instruction of the city, 
who had been sent by Palackv. The 
Doctor subseiptently learned tliat his 
new friend was one of the foremost 
and wealthiest noblemen of Bohemia, 
a professor at tho University of 
Prague, and tiiat twenty years before 
ho had taken part in the great revolt 
of 1848, and had been tried for his 
life, but had managed to escape. 

With this last sketch, tho lecturer 
much to our regret declared that his 
time was up. Apart from tho entertain- 
ing character of the discourse, the 
Doctor rendered it in such a way that 
we were almost eye-witnesses of his 
adventures. It was voted that every 
individual card in that pack was a 
"trump," and an unaminous vote of 
thanks was tendered. It must bo un- 
derstood that this lecture was deliver- 
ed before the Literary Society at its 
regular meeting on Friday night. 
The regular exercises — dehate, decla- 
mation and dialogue followed.

The East River Bridge is not a 
very pleasant thoroughfare to reach 
Brooklyn just at present, as the weath- 
er has become suddenly cold. 

L.a8t Monday, at about noon, the 
first snow storm struck this city, and 
was followed immediately by a cold 
wave, which has clung hereabouts 
ever since. The matter-of-fact man 
has appe.ared in last year's Ulster or 
overcoat, and the Dude now sports a 
pea-jacket, which only covers his vest, 
over a Prince Albert or cut-a-way, 
which makes one seriously think of 
Darwin's theory respecting the miss- 
ing link. 

But to return to the Bridge. 
Doubtless our readers are aware that 
a very high wind prevails during the 
greater part of November, and the 
higher up yon get m the air the 
stronger it blows. A person striking 
the foot path at the New York tower, 
is forcibly reminded of this fact, and 
at the same time becomes aware of a 
strange humming sound, now rising, 
now falling, now stopping altogether, 
and ag.ain breaking out in a sudden 
crash, like the big, bass drum of a 
German band. 

This sound seems fascinating. Hun- 
dreds of people stop to listen.

The cables form immense 
strings for the wind to play on, and 
with the open space between the 
frames, a musical sound cf a 
strong volume is produced, and 
everlasting hum of the cable of 
railway adds volume to the tone, and 
it is here where Col. Abbey and Col. 
Mapleson find their worst rival. The 
music is natural, and free, too. It 
has been styled the " Brooklyn Bridge 
Galop." 

The friends of Alex L. Pach will re- 
gret to hear of the death of his sister 
Bella, who died of typhoid malaria, 
and was buried on Tuesday, just one 
week after her seventeenth birthday. 
His oldest brother Mortie, and his 
sister Alma, are both very low with 
the same sickness. 

It was often complained that there 
were not enough national holidays, 
and that the people are overworked, 
but this month, at least. New Yorkers 
will have their fill, as two holidays 
occur in the same week this month. 
On the 2tJlh inst., the 100th anniversary 
of Evacuation D.iy will take place, 
(treat preparations are being made for 
this event. Soldiers, sailors, veterans 
of the late war, firemen of the old de- 
partment with their fossil mnchines, 
will turn out, etc.. and it is predicted 
that at le.ast 40,000 men will be in 
line. Besides this, there will be a 
steamboat parade in the bay, which 
will comprise the immense fleet of 
steamers, tugs, etc., which have New 
York or the adjacent cities for their 
port. The old " Volunteers " expect 
to have some grand old reunions, and 
will swap lies about their " machines" 
and have a roaring time altogether. 

The next is the ever-recurring and 
welcome Thanksgiving Day, and the 
turkey is now living in clover. 

Last Wednesday, the Catholic Li- 
terary Union had a debate. " Is lying 
ever justifiable f " was the question. 
The reguliir debators on the affirma- 
tive, were Messrs. Thtmicis Holland 
and J. P. Donohne. Messrs. J. F. 
Donnelly and J. Nally volunteered 
for the aflirmative side. On tho nega 
live side were Messrs. J. Campbell and 
John Dennen, with J. F. O'Brien and 
W. J. Ileilly as volunteers. The de- 
bate was one of the longest and most 
spirited that ever held the attention of 
a deaf-mute society, lasting within ten 
minutes of ten o'clock, baung begun 
at eight. 

Tho "liars " tried to impress on 
those present that lying is necessary 
in many instances. Society cannot 
get along without occasional white 
lies. In war, lying is justifiable. A 
spy is a fool if he tells who he is. He 
has to lie. The S.anta Glaus and Jack 
Frost lies were hauled up and shown 
to tho audience. P. T. Barnum was 
.almost strangling with lies. Should a 
man with a pistol in search of another 
man, be directed where to look, so he 
could accomplish his purpose ? No ! 
ho should be sent in another direc- 
tion. He should be lied to. 

The negative side came in with 
equally strong arguments. It showed 
how all was fair in war. A lie told in 
war is not a lie. It provtJiI that a lie 
is a lie. It is against God's law to lie, 
and, in short, as the voting will show, 
the !\nti liars made it hot for the oth- 
lerside. The voting resulted in a 
majority of six for the negative side. 
Only four votes were cast for the 
affirmative — the liars voted for them 
selves. 

Occasionally a deaf-mute puts in an 
appearance in this city whose story, 
(hough true, sounds like romancing. 
Such a thing happened this week at 
the rooms of the Manhattan Literary 
Atsociation. The deaf-mule, .1. T. 
Jefferson, is from London, England, 
and is a compositor by trade. Being 



un.ible to obtain work in England, 
after going all over that country and 
Scotland, he shipped as a fireman on 
the steamer Germanic from Liverpool 
to this city. The following story, 
told by himself, will explain every 
thing: "I have been a compositor 
for over fourteen years. I had been 
working for over two years in a print- 
ing office in Ludgate St, London, 
when a strike was ordered by the 
Union for an increase of pay. I was 
told that if I struck I would lose my 
position. Therefore when the strike 
was ordered I refused to go out with 
the other hands. The men eventually 
won, and they threatened to strike 
again if I was not discharged. So I 
lost my place. After thai, I searched 
in vain for work, and as I was a mar- 
ried man, I got into debt for rent, and 
our nice home was seized. Last 
April, my wife died, leaving my little 
boy, four years old, on my hands. I 
tramped from London to Liverpool in 
search of work, but in vain. So I 
shipped as a fireman on the steamship 
Germanic, which is now here. I will 
have to return to Liverpool to get 
paid, so 1 can pay my wife's funer.al 
expenses, after which I will get the 
engineer to stow me away and will re- 
turn here. Have had a hard time com- 
ing over ; was almost washed overboard 
three times, and often there was three 
feet of water in my bed at night, but 
I had to do something to get money 
for my wife's funeral expenses and to 
pay my boy's board." 

Mr. Jefferson, though clothed in 
what looked like rags, could easily be 
seem to have the manners and habits 
of a gentleman. He is between thirty 
five and forty ye.ars of age, and li.as 
fine, handsome features, and his face 
has the stamp of intelligence and de- 
termination. From his t«lk it could 
easily be seen that he was well up in 
his trade. He has letters of recom- 
mendation from the " Adult Deaf 
and Dumb Society," of London, and 
from several printing offices in Eng- 
land, all of which speak in the highest 
terms of praise of his ability, sobriety 
and industry. He left Saturday for 
the return voyage to Liverpool with 
sincere hopes to be in the " Laud of 
the free " before the end of the month. 
We regret to say we forgot to .ask 
him, as all American reporters do. 
What are your impressions of the 
country ? 

Prof. C. W. Van Tassell, of the New 
York Institution, lectured before the 
Manhattan Literary Association, last 
Thursday, to about thirty ladies and 
gentlemen. His subject w.is " Com- 
pensation," which was a description 
of that old and true maxim " that 
the laborer is worthy of his hire." 
The lecturer told his l.ale in the form 
of a story which showed the moral all 
the plainer. The lecture lasted one 
hour. An admission fee was charged. 

About fifty deaf-mutes visted the 
fair at the American Institute, last 
Saturday evening.

At the annual meeting of the tru-»- 
tees of thf. Central New York Institu- 
tion for Deaf -Mutes, just held, there- 
port of the treasurer, John G. Bis- 
sell, as read, showed the receipts for 
the fncal year to have been $41,960 31, 
and the expendil ures $40,771.72. The 
total indebtedness of the Institution 
at present is between $11,000 and 
$12,000. 

Prof. ?1 B. Nelson. Principal of the 
Institution, ]>resented his report. It 
showed that the year opened with an 
attendance of ICG pupils, and that 
during the school year there were 
connected with the school 180 pupils. 
There was a heavy graduating class at 
the last Commencement, the State 
terai of many jiupils having expired. 
There are now 155 pupils on the rolls. 
The educational dt-partrnent changes 
have been the rehignations of Prof. 
Alphonso Johnson and of Miss L. (1 
Wetheiby. This latter was an estiin 
able young la<Iy and her recent loss by 
death has been deepiy regretted. Prof. 
J. H. Eddy has been |>toiDoted to the 
position in the academical department 
made vacant by the resignation of Mr. 
Johnson. Mr. E Idy's place has been 
filled by the app<jintmeiit of MIhs Jei - 
nie "Van Tassel!, who tO(;k her first les- 
sons in leaching at the institution seve- 
ral years ago. She has latterly been 
connected with the State institution 
for the Doaf at Council Bluffn, la., and 
her experience is a valuable addition 
to the corps of instructors. Miss 
Cornelia Buss, a graduate of our pub- 
lic schools, guccee<ls Miss Wetherby. 

In the domes! i<? department. Miss 
Ella J. liandall, the valedictorian of 
the Class of '83, has received the (ij)- 
pointnient of girls' supervisor, a posi- 
tion made vacant by the resii<nation 
of Miss Catharine IJlauvelt. The po- 
sitions of honsekeepf-rs are filled t*y 
Miss Jennie England and Mi^8 Ella 
Watson, both promotions to fill va 
cancies.. The position of sewing mi 
Iron was filled by Miss A. E. Ithoades, 
formerly of the Ni^w York Instil iilion, 
who succeeded Miss K. O. Bleckraaii. 
The nietlujds of instruction and the 
system of examinations and of classi 
fication continue unchanged, and are 
giving excellent sritisfaclion. The ex- 
amination of the articulation depiri- 
ment shows that the pupils have made 
good advancement under the iiistruc 
tion of cajjable teachers. 

Instruction in trades is given as far 
as the limited ace nnruodations will al- 
low. The branches taught are (;ar- 
pentry, cabin' tiiaking, shoeinaking 
and glazing. The pupils are given 
every literary and social advantage 
that the facilities of the Institution 
offer. It is a great desire fo add 
drawing to the branches taught, but 
''^?* ': it appcirs that this, in common with 
' '^'" other wants of even greater import, 
must wait a while. 

The healt hof the institution has been 
excellent, no deaths have occnrrerl in 
the large family, and the ailments have 
been slight and common to the season 
and to childhood. 

Acknowledgment is made to the 
publishers of sev. ral papers for the 
donation of regular cop es of the same; 
and to the citizens of Home who con- 
tributed to the enjoyment of the pupils 
last Christma.s. 

On the 19th of October, 1882, the 
institution received another visit from 
Mrs. Charles 11 Lowell, of the state 
board of charities, who came in an 
official capacily.

S;jmething more than a half century 
ago, when ihe famous Gallaudet estab- 
lished in this city an institution for 
the education of deaf-mutes, it was 
claimed, so the records show, that this 
single enterprise could meet all the 
demands for such education for a 
century. Congress was won over to 
this view, and gave a land grant, 
who«(! procet'ls went far towai<l plac- 
ing the institution in successful opera- 
tion. For twenty-three ye.ars the 
philanthropic Gallandet lal>ored here 
in Hartford, and the nijuurnent which 
stands to day upon the green lawn in 
front of the building marks the love 
in which his memory is held by the 
deaf-mules of the country. Ilis was 
the mother institution from which 
h ive grown the fifty or more, with 
the seven thousand children under 
instruction to-day. Until fifteeo years 
ago it was the single institution of its 
kind in all New England, That there 
are nearly 34,000 deaf mutes in the 
country, is almost an in<;r<'dible state- 
ment, but such are the (igures of the 
last census. New Eugland has 2,581, 
and of those 978 were educated in 
Massachusetts, or nearly one-third. 
Such is nearly the propi r Jon of Mae 
sachu^etts born mutes in the institu- 
tion here, the tsxact figures being 66 
out of the total of n.O under tuition. 
Others of Massachusetts' unfortunate 
little ones are eared for at institutions 
in Boston and at N' rthampion. Once 
a year — Ubually in the fall or early 
winter — the Governor of Massachu- 
setts and his council visit Hartord for 
a personal inspection of the condition 
and the progress of the state's wards, 
anil, during the seHsions of the Gen- 
eral Cjiirt, vixiis from the committee 
on humane irstituticns are not in- 
frequent. A pleasant incident followed 
the visit of Gov. Long Mn<l his council 
a year ago. Hon. .Joseph Davis, of 
Lynn, a member of the council, ex 
pressed himseif much pleased with 
the institution, and very agreeably 
surprised its management with his 
check for $1000, "for the sp<;ci fie pur- 
pose of |)roviding pictorial illustrations 
of all kinds for the profit and pleasure 
of deaf-mutes " These are to include 
not only pictures for walls and school- 
rooms, but engravings for books to be 
published from the proceeds of a fund 



lonated by a philanthropic lady some 
time ago. The brief space which may 
be allotted to the subject in the offi- 
cial state reports gives but a faint idea 
of the condition and progress of the 
Massachusetts pupils. In the first 
place, they are most comfortably 
rpurtered. The American Asylum for 
the Deaf and Dumb (its incorporated 
name) occupies a massively built edi- 
fice, of a plain but imposing order of 
architecture, on Asylum avenue, on the 
edge of a section covered with fine 
private residences. When erected, it 
was on the edge of the city, which has 
now spread a mile beyond to the west- 
ward. In front, gently sloping to the 
street, is a beautiful lawn, and in the 
rear, spacious grounds, with gardens. 
Within, there are spacious balls anrl 
large, well lighted and ventilated 
apartments. Cleanliness and onler 
are everywhere apparent. The Princi- 
pal, Mr. Job Williams, M.A., is assist- 
ed by a corps of 10 instructors. It is 
useless to enter upon a discussion here 
of the methods of instruction. There 
.arc those who claim that to teach the 
deaf mute to pronounce intelligible 
words should be the great aim in their 
education, while others, and many of 
the best teachers in the land, hold 
that a general education, with the 
f-oculty of commianicating thought by 
signs or writing, best serves the pur- 
poses of the deaf mute through life. 
Generally speaking, the latt<!r plan is 
regar led as preferable at this institu 
tion, with however, the leaching of 
articulation to such pupils as may be 
especially adapted to receive it The 
oral system seeks to

by enabling him to read from the lips 
o! the person speaking, and to answer 
by his own voice. " But," says Mr. 
Williams in his last report, " mental 
capacity of a very high order is not 
unfre'juently found in pupils who are 
almost wanting in that peculiar quick 
ness of eye required in lip rea<ling 
and the imitative power required in 
nrticuation, and vice v.-rsa. Morever, 
there are in every school for the deaf, 
many who must depend almost wholly 
upon the sign language for any mental 
development, and to deprive Ihem of 
its use is no less unkind than to take 
from the exhausted swimmer the life 
preserver which stands between him 
and death," Tlie plan, then, of this 
Institution is that by which all the 
pupils, have their general education 
carried on throngli tlie medium of 
signs, writing ami the manual alpha- 
bet, and such pupils as show aptness 
in acquiring articulation and lip-read- 
ing are taught tliese as special branch- 
es. "We have thirty five pupils," 
said Princi|)ftl Williams, "who are 
I auglit to articulate " He called from 
his desk a bright-eyeil little fellow of 
twelve years, Harry Thayer, from 
'Hartford Four Corner*, Vt. Mr. W, 
cf^mnounicated ill the stgn-langnago : 
"Ask me for something." Harry 
hesitated for a moment, and then 
said : " f want — some — water.'' 



"Again," signed Mr. WiHiarns. 
"Please — to — give — me — a — book," 
responded the boy. The words were 
parrot like. There was no accent, no 
modulation. The voice, while the so- 
prano of boyhood, had on unpleasant, 
metallic tone. It was a voice which, 
heard by strangers to the child, would 
attract to him annoying attention. He 
heard no sound of )t. The utterance 
was merely a m chanical use of the im- 
perfect vocal c,„y^, with^ reaultwit, 
unavoidable, anoT probably incurable, 
imperfection of speech. "Some chil 
dren may do better,' 'said Mr. Williams ; 
"but this boy has iDeeii here fouryeiiiH. 
His genera! education is quite equal to 
that of boys of his age any wher<! ; bul 
you see for yourself how difliciilt it is 
for him to master articulation. He 
can express sim|ilo ideas, and this is 
valuable of course. The unpleasant 
tone of the voice cannot be avoided. 
Prof. Storrs, instructor of our higher 
classes, contributed to the July numbiir 
of the 'American Annals of the Deaf 
and Dumb,' published in Washington, 
an interesting paper on 'Deaf Mutes 
and the Oral Methods,' in which this 
peculiarity of tone is referred to." 
Producing a copy of the pami>lilet, Mr. 
Williams said: "On pages 147 Mr. 
Storrs writes : "At a mixed exhibition 
which I recently attended the signed 
recitation of The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner, by one pupil was enthusiastically 
applauded, while the perfectly intel- 
ligible oral recitation of another poem 
by a serai-mute 'pupil was received 
wit,h laughter painfully tinged with 
ridicule. There could be n(» candid 
denial, however, of the real success 
which was illustrated in the latter 
case, in spite of its marked peculiarity 
in to;ie and inflection."' And again he 
says : " It happened to me once, in 
company with a very intelligent and 
wholly impartial lady, to meet a deaf 
mute child regarded by her instruc- 
tors as an exceptional success in arti 
culation, and, at the request of ttie 
lady, I introduced the child to her for 
a short conversation. Scarcely a min- 
ute had elapsed before the lady, in 
distressed tones, begged that the in- 
terview might in some w.'iy be speedi 
ly terminated, as it was too piinful 
for her to bear."

Prof. Storrs was found in another 
room, with his class of the more ad- 
vanced pupils engaged upon their his 
Uny lesson. "Now we will see how far 
advanced these pupils are," said Prin- 
cipal Williams. They ranged in ages 
from 14 to 18 years, boys and girls, 
neatly dressed, bright eyed and with 
intelligent faces. At a signal, two boys 
slepped over to a stack of small mov 
able bhuikboards, picked up several 
and set them against the wall. Prof. 
Storrs took a crayon and wrote on the 
upner margins : "Cicsar, " "Lincoln," 
"Napoleon," "Martin Luther," and 
other celebrated names. A pupil 
sprang to each board and began writ- 
ing a shcrt sketch of each celebrity. 
"While they are busy," remarked Mr. 
Williams "let us see what the Massa 
chusetts boy knows.'' He called out 
Master Brazel, a Lynn boy of 14, who 
has l>een seven years in school. He 
was a freckled- faced youngster with a 
well shaped head, quiet expression an<l 
solemn gray eyes. In the sign Ian 
guage, translated by Prof. Storrs, he 
gave a sketch of Gen. Braddock, and 
his eyes lighted up with boyish en- 
thusiasm as he recounted the Indian 
fighting. Next ho was led off into 
Engfish history, with which he showed 
a familiarity, as to notable personages 
and events, simply remarkable for one 
of his age and laboring under his 
disa<l vantage. Meantime, the jiupils 
at the blackboards ha<l completed 
their tasks, giving condensed, bul com- 
prehensive, sketches of the historical 
personages. There were a few gram- 
matical errors, readily c orrecled when 
their attention was called to them. 
Altogether, it was an exhibit as won 
derful as it was interesting. Half an 
hour later a visit was made to the work 
rooms, for it is a part of the system of 
this institution to teach each child 
some uselul trade. In the cabinet 
shop 30 of the larger boys were mak- 
ing tables of the ordinary kitchen kind. 
Little chaps bent over the lal lies, others 
lustily shoved ihe planes, others wore 
glueing, olherH were varnishing, and 
in a storeroom adjoining were groat 
stacks of tables and several well made 
black walnut desks. "The sales pay 
f<;r the materials, tools, ami something 
more, " said the instructor, "and the 
boys leave the institution with a use- 
ful trade at hand. One little fellow 
who left here found employment with 
in a few days in a shop at $9 per week, 
and others have done equally as well. 
They make good, faithful workmen, 
for they can t gossip and waste lime." 
In the upper st<jry, the shoe shop, a 
score of lx>ys were shoemaking on 
coarse, laboring men's gcwls, and 
others repairing their own and com 
rades' shoes, Iliiady sale is found for 
all the goods produced. In another 
room, several girls an<l a lot of the 
smaller boys were making boys' cloth 
ing for use in the institution, and do- 
ing some very clever work, while in 
still another room the clothing of the 
female pupils was ni.'ide. " We find 
theae workrooms a vuluablo feature of 
onr educational system, " said the prin 
cipal, "and the chiMren Hwm to enjoy 
the work as a change, especially the 
boys in the cabinet sljop. It is rare 
U) find a boy anywhere who is not 
happy when he can get carpenter's 
tools in his hand." 

" Wo aim to have each day's pursuits 
pleasantly diversified," said Mr. Wil- 
liams, on returning to his office, " and 
we take care that no child is pushed"

children, not only deaf mutes, but

The smaller chil- 
dren ^el to bed by 7, and the oliler 
ones later U]) to 9:1.'), when every one 
must be in the dormitories. 

'•perhaps the best evidences of the 
progress of the children that we can 
offer are their writtru oomposiliiousv', 
said Mr. Williams, and ho prodiieiid a 
mass of papers from his desk. " I will 
select those of several Massachusetts 
children and give you extracts for 
publication. These papers I will 
select at random from their ordinary 
school work, but in criliciiziiig you 
should remember that the wrilern, 
children at that, labor under the great 
disadvantage of being able neither to 
hear nor to speak. Let im gl.inco at 
some of the work of children who have 
been here only a year. Here is little 
Mary Chaugdon, of Chicopee Falls, 
who has two brothers here. Th(!re 
are four deaf iniito children in that one 
family. Mary, 12. and at c^nd of a 
year's tuition, writes to her mother 
thus : 

" *I am well and happy. I have 
many apples ami nuts. I like them. 
I will go to the city. I eat some 
candy.' 

" The child is able, you will see," 
continued Mr. Williams, " to express 
htrrself quite clearly, although in short, 
broken sentences. Now wo will 
glance at the compositions of some of 
the children who liave been hi'sc, two 
years. Frank A. Conant of Chelseii. 
aged 11. lost his hearing at the age of 
14 months. He writes: 

" ' I am well and happy. I love my 
mother. I walk behind my father. I 
want some ink and pen. I tell Mr. 
Williams. Mr. Williams finds the ink 
in the closet. He gives the ink tome. 
I sea the blue ink.' 

"Little Belle Brown of South Boston, 
aged 10, lost her hearing when an in- 
fant. I will quote briefly to show her 
progress in coin])osition : 'A girl liveil 
in Connecticut. Her name was Nellie. 
She had a kitten ami a doll. Its 
name was Kilty. The kitten's name 
was Tabby. There was a vase of 
flowers on the table and a book was 
on it,' 

"Mary Love, of Oroveland, writes a 
neat little story about Spot and her 
kittens, and little Tim Connolly of 
West B.)ylstoii, this odd one, with 
some errors: A woman had a boy. 
She sat n, chair. Three picture 
hung on nails. She held a hlale in 
her hand. A box put on the table. 
She wore a dress. The boy stood 
near her. Three women and boy saw 
iier draw a woman. The table stood 
on floor. Hei' bent put on her head. 
She stood on the floor.' 

"Little Henry Casey, of Clinton, 
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hns been hero two years," said Mr. 
Williams, as ho jiassed over, wilhoul 
comment, 

TllK KOM-OWINQ QUAINT EKKOKT : 

" Many years ago thrjre was a sfecu's- 
man steered ship on the water. Tli(^ 
ship sailed in the water many days, fin- 
ally it reached to the shore. The steers. 
man jumped out of the steered ship, 
some people jumped out of the ship. 
They went to Iho city. They bought 
many bread and meat and lea and 
coffees and butter. They carri<'<l l,hem 
into the ship again. They sat near the 
table and ate them. Soon the steers- 
man walked up on Ihe stairs and looked 
around. He turned the wln'cl around 
on the water many years. Soon it was 
blow wind because it rained very hard. 
The sieirsman has on old cloths and 
hat." 

"These three compositions were writ- 
ten by cliildrc^n wlio have been here 
three years. Mary Uateliforil,c)f Wor- 
cester, aged 11, a congenil.'il mule, 
writes a clever story about a gentleman 
and his pigeons, .Jack and Jill, and 
Arthur St. John, of New Bedford, aged 
12, relates a queer dream of a cat. 
Black Velvet, who dreamed that the 
rats cajitured her. The ideas are 
quaint. An exceedingly well written 
composition is that liy Kate (Joiinell of 
Holliston. She relates the mishap o' 
the children of a Mr. Dean with a b«n 
fire, and the rescue of Rosy by little 
Dicky Seabright, who wrapped a car- 
riage blanket around her burning cloth- 
ing. The composition closes, sugges- 
tively : At Christmas Mr. Doan gave a 
silver watch to Dicky because Dicky 
saved itosy's life." 

" The proficiency of the more ad 
vanced pupils who have been here 
several years, was shown by their exer 
cisos in history, on the blackboard. 
Hero is the opening sentence of a com- 
position by a boy of 19, who was born 
a dottf mule, and has been here nine 
years : It is commonly K;iid that the 
United States government is the best 
of all the governments in the world. 
We live in the country which was 
settled in the 17ih century by the Pil 
griins, who disliked to have the English 
rule over them and treat them cruelly. 
It was the reason why they came to 
this country to settle permanently 
lu're, bc^causo they wanto<l to worship 
God, but thi-y were not allowed to do 
so in Europe and they were compelled 
to a religion which was made by bi g 
shops who got a good salary from the 
goveinmi;nt as long as they lived." 

TUB EXPENSE TO THE STATE. 

"How much did it cost Massnchu 
setts for the care of the children hero 
from that state last year? Inquired the 
] leva III corresjiondi^nt. 

"About »1. '5,000,' replied Mr. Wil- 
liams. " There wer<! 74 difTorent cliil 
dren here during the year. The charge 
for each is at the rate of $175 per an- 
num, which is only about two-thirds 
of nctiial expense, the remaincler being 
met from the income of our fund. This 
$I7.'> covers board, tuition, lights, etc. 
everything excepting clothing, which 
is purchased by parents or by the stair,
